Government ‘Feels Shaky. 
Cabinet Ministérs Will‘Do A 
Lot of Campaigning 


Ottawa, J une 20--The. Hemeis 
dous.. activity . of the 


comment. Evidence accumulates 
that the government feels very 
shaky on the subject of ‘the next 
general election. It is transpiring 
that it received a severe ‘scare 
during the last contest; about 
midway in the campaign the in- 
ner circle felt very uncomfortable 
and it was ‘by a variety of 
steps taken in the last few 
liven 
so it scraped through cn a smaller 
vote than is generally, believed ; 
less than half-the total vole’ was 
cast for straight Laurier candi- 
dates, and the vote stood: Liberal 
587,644; Conservatives and Inde- 
pendents, 588,440. An alteration 
of a very few votes would have 
made Mr. Borden premier. 

‘From now on, it is learned, the 
administration of public business 
is to take second :place; and the 
primary energies of the govern- 
ment are to be devoted to the 
task of surviving. Almost the 
entire cabinet is going election- 

eering. As is well known, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier is to tour the 
west, accompanied, by F. M. 
Macdonald, the principal blocker. 
and F.. F. Pardee, chief whip and 
champion of the. St. Lawrence 
Power Transmission Company, 

Simultaneously Mr. Oliver has 
gone west to devote attention to 
the wilder and less accesible con- 
etituencies in the north. Reports 
from the Yukon are so disturb- 
ing that he will visit Dawson, 
even though Mr Templeman was 
there last year. It is also expect- 
ed that a third minister will make 
his appearance in that corner of 
the country next summer, so 
carefully are the single constitu- 
encies looked after.

Time-Keeping Records. 

With all the wonderful achieve- 
ments of centuries of clock and watch 
making, there is not a. timepiece -in 
the world which will keep correct 
time. ‘‘Big Ben” of Westminster, Lon- 
don, certainly has a very respectabla 
record. He has never been more than 
three seconds from the true time. But 
this discrepancy appears flagrant 
against the records of the three most 
perfect observatory clocks in the 
world. Those ot Greenwich, at the 
Onited States Naval Observatory at 
Washington, and at the Berlin Ob 
servatory were compared by a Ger- 
man scientist, who had to give the 
verdict against his own nation. The 
Berlin timepjece showed a mean de- 
viation of a second, while ita two ri- 
vals tied with a deviation each of 
0.015 of a second.

_ The first Earl of Mansfield had oc- 
casion to dismiss his coachman, and, 
on being asked for a character, wrote 
as follows:

The prayer-book formerly 
belonged to King Charles I., whose 
signature, ‘Carolus R.,”’ it bears on 
the title-page of the Psalms, and may 
have been given by him to his son-in- 
law and daughter for use in the pri- 
vate chapel during their stay in Eng- 
and.

I am reminded also of the Prophet's 
declaration that the time will come 
when “Every knee shall. bow, anid 
every tongue shall confess’’ (Isaiah 
xiv, 23) And again “That at the 
name of Jesus every knee shall bow 
of things in heaven, and things in 
earth, and things under the earth; 


-And that every tongue sb:all confess 


that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glury 
of God the Father.” And I am alao 
‘reminded that in that day, ‘’They 
shall teach no more every man hia 
neighbor, and every man his brother, 
saying, Know the Lord, for they shall 
all know me, from the Jeast of them 
unto the greatest of them, saith the 
Lord” (Jeremiah xxxi, 34). The que:- 
tion properly arises, To what extent 
shall we consider these statements lit 
erally true? What kind 21 fvlfillmaut 
should we expect them t». have? 

If we look out upon the. heathen 
world, however sympathetic wo may 
be in respect to foreign missionary 
work, doing all in our .0%er to make 
known to the heathen the grace ot 
God. and the great Redeemer, v2 are 
nevertheless compelled to admit that 
there is absolutely no hope of our ever 
causing every knee to bow, and every 
tongue to confess Christ in heathen 
lands, even as we have long ago given 
up hope of accomplishing such work 
in civilized lands. The work is too 
great for us,.and the errors of heatn- 
endom are too deeply seated to he 
quickly eradicated. Government sta 
tistics show us that there are twice 
as many heathen to-day as there were 
a century ago. If, therefore, any of 
us had been flattering ourselves re- 
specting our ability to accomplish the 
conversion of the world, it is time for 
us to acknowledge’ our error and to 
look to the Lord, realizing that in 
him alone is the world’s hope. Doubt- 
fess this is. just the lesson that the 
Lord wishes us to learn. He does not 
wish us to ive up our. efforts to “Do 
good unto al) men as we have oppor- 
tunity, especially the household of 
faith,” tor our own blessing is asso 
ciated with such activity on behalt 
of others. But God does wish us to 
realize that of ourselves we are un- 
able to cope with the: situation. He 
wishes us to realize that only through 
the establishment of the Kingdom ot 
God’s dear Son can the glorious blesz 
ings of the Millennium ever be hoped 
for. Alas! We must admit, and 
should fee] deeply humble by the ad- 
mission, that even in civilized lands. 
the number of footstep followers of 
the Lamb of God is very few. The 
number who are “walking, not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit” in civi- 
lized lands is very few, in bags ate 
son with the population as a whole. 
We are not in this setting ourselves 
as judges of the hearts of our fellow- 
creatures—remarkably few make any 
pretention to walking in the ‘‘narrow 
way,” which alone now leads to life 
everlasting (Matthew vii, 14). 

Many dear Christian people, de- 
sirous of thinking well of the heaven- 
ily Father, are so befogged with the 
teachings of the past, that they try 
to imagine that the way to eternal I.fe 
is not so narrow as the Master said; 
they try to imagine that sornehow the 
heathen will be saved in their ignor- 
ance, notwithstanding the Apostle 
says, ‘‘How shall they believe on him 
of whom they have not heard’’ (Ro- 
mans x, 14). And again, his aasur 
,ance that ‘there is none other tame 
under heaven given amor men, 
\whereby we must be saved” (Acts 
tiv, 12). 

' The error from the past which led 
to this inconsistency is the teaching 
that' all ¢f the heathen are going to 
eterna! torture, and that they never 
will have an opportunity of accepting 
Christ in the future. They rebel 
against the thought which haz come 
down from the dark ages that God 
foreknew the ignorance of the heathen 
and predestinated their eternal tor 
|ture ; that they should not hear of the 
only nume under heaven or given 
among men whereby they might be 
saved and fixed their environments 
80 that they never heard. The whole 
difficuity, we see, lies in the fact that 
God's people in the past have not 
studied his Word as they should have 
done. Sume of us subscribed to one 
creed, and some to another, saying 
to ourselves, Our creed is not satis. 
factory, but i! is probably as free from 
erro: as other creeds. We consoled 
‘ourselves with the thought that all 
Christendom was considerably befog- 
‘ged, and we no more than others. 
Some uf us probably tried to satisfy 
our minds by saying that those fea- 
tures of our creeds which dishonored 
God, and implied his lack of wisdom, 
or worse, his willingness but lack of 
justice, or lack of power—that these 
things were mysteries which must be 
believed, although they could not be 
teconciled with human treason and 


common-sense. Some of us even triea 
to persuade ourselves that we were 
exercising extraordinary faith in these 

iit in reality we were mere- 
ly ignorant of God's Word, and credu-

The wonderful invention- 
of our day along the lines of ¢hemis. 
try, steam and electricity ‘are. fulfil- 
ments of. the ‘wonderful “Day ot 
Christ,”’ which is, nearing. Gord's peo 
ple have failed of great ‘blessings in 
not sooner noticing this: fact. We 
stood, as it were, with our backs to 
ward the KEaat, looking for the sun 
to rise in tha West; we were looking 
to our own: efforts to convert the 
world, rather than looking to the Lord 
from whom alone must come the help. 
Hence the glow-in the East had as 
sumed considerable proportions betore 
we noticed: it—and:many of our breth- 
ren are still looking to the West, and 
angrily refuse to’ turn and follow .the 
dawn of the New Dispensation, which 
now may be so clearly seen by the 
eye of faith. ; ‘ 
Let us note well the Apostle Peters 
words, assuring us that the vision he 
had on the Mount of Transfiguration 


made a deep impression upon him. . 


He tells us, nevertheless, that ‘We 
have also a more sure word of pro- 
phecy; whereunto ye do well that ye 
take heed, as unto a light that shin- 
eth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day star arise in your 
hearts’’—the “parousia’ (presence) o! 
Christ, the ‘Morning Star.” 

But admitting the promise of the 
Scriptures that the knowledge of the 
Lord shall be worldwide and oceun 
deep—that every creature shall be 
breught to an accurate knowledge :cf 
the truth, in due time (I. Timothy ii, 
4-6), wherefor ia the necessity for this? 
Is knowledge really indispensable to 
aalvation? Is it not written in the 
Scriptures of the Apostles Peter anil 
John that ‘The people perceived thiit 
they were ignorant and unlearned 
ment” If their ignorance and lack ‘of 
learning did not hinder them from 
having God’s favor, and obtaining 
salvation through Christ, and ‘even 
obtaining Apostleship, why should.so 
much stress be laid upon knowledge? 
Does Gad really care for knowledge? 


Has he predetermined that all who 


would be in favor must be educated. 
and that he cures naught for thc ig- 
norant? Do'we not read to the con- 
trary that, ‘Not many wise men tfter 
the flesh, not many mighty, not many 
noble, are called; but God hath chosen 
the foolish things of the world ‘tu 
confound the wise’ (I. Corinthiany i, 
26, 27). *‘Hath- not God chosen the 
poor of this world rich in faith? 
(James ii, 5.) ; 

Very true, we answer, With God 
the wisdom of this world is foolish- 
ness, and with this world, the wis- 
dom of God is foolishness. Knowledge 
may therefore be viewed from two 
standpoints. So far-as worldly know]- 
edge commending any man or woman 
to God, or making any man or woman 
More fit for divine favor, we believe 
the contrary to be true. Unwiilingly 
we are forced to the’ conclusion that 
the great colleges of the world are the 
most destructive agencies in the earth, 
as respects the Divine revelation, the 
Bilbe, and the true knowledge of 
God, which is essential to salvation 
and eternal life. We therefore sharp- 
ly discriminate between earthly 
knowledge and heavenly knowledge, 
and between the wisdom of men and 
the wisdom of God. ; 

Our Lord Jesus gave us the key’ to 
this question of the importance of 
knowledge in relationship to ou. at- 
tuinment of eternal life. He said. in 
praying to the Father, “And thi is 
life eternal, that they might) know 
thee, the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent’? (John 
xvii, 3). Only such as attain to this 
knowledge may have eternal life. 
Consequently we see at a glance that 
temarkably few of our race have thus 
far attained to the degree of knowl- 
edge which God would be pleased to 
Tecognize. At first this might seem 
peculiar to us; we might say to our- 
selves or to others, Why does not God 
give it out Ireely to all? The reply of 
the Scriptures is that God is giving 
his knowledge rey now to a cer- 
tain class; and that by and by he will 
give it to al! the families of the earth. 
This essential knowledge is promised 
to the faithful in the world, He that 
seeketh findeth, and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened. “The 
secret of the Lord is with them that 
reverence him, and wil! show them 
his Covenant.” ‘Blessed are ycur 
eyes, for they see, and your ears, for 
they hear.” Such as thus abide in 
covenant relationship with the Lord 
Jesus are indeed taught of God in the 
School of Clirjst, and may truly grow 
in grace and knowledge. 

A distinction si.ould be observed in 
knowing about God, and knowing 
God himselt. It is not sufficient that 
we should recognize God uz the Al- 
mighty Creator, for devils also be- 
lieve that. On the other hand, to be 
intimately acquainted with God means 
that we must come jnto intimate fel- 
lowship with him, and this neans 
that we must come unto the Father 
through the Son, by faith. By thus 
coming to our heavenly Father by an 
ucquaintance with “his Word, ¢nd 
through an appreciation ot his glori- 
cus work, past, present, and fcrture, 
we get a view of the lengths. and 
breadths. and heights and cepths of 
““ove divine, all love excelling.”” In 
Sroportion as we behold the outline 
of the Divine character, we perceive 
our own deficiencies and try the rore 
to rid ourselves of them, and at leaat 
manifest to the Lord that our hearts 
are in harmony with the principles of 
righteousness. 

Very appropriately the Scriptures 
speak of the present as a night-time. 
They tell us that now ‘‘Darknesz cov- 
ers the (civilized) earth, and gross 
darkness the people (Heathendom).” 
They assure us that now God's people 
need the lamp of Divine revelation to 
guide their footsteps until the day 
dawns. They assure us, however, that 
the morning will be ushered in by 
the great Sun of Righteousness—the 
Christ, the Messiah, Prophet, Media- 
‘ar, King of Glory. 

Now is the Church excluded from 
this work of shining upon and en- 
lightening the world and scattering 
its darkness. The Master gave us to 
understand that the Church with him- 
self will constitute the Sun of Righte- 
ousness, which will then arise with 
healing in its beams. Thus in the 
parable of the Wheat and Tares, he 
Pictures the entire work of this Ga3- 


pel Age and its consummation, whicli 
e styles ‘“‘The  harvest—the’ end- of 
the: age.’”’. ‘His word:reapecting ‘the 
separation of the wheat from the tare 
iz that the wheat shall be gathered 
into _his.* barn—changed  from~ the 
earthly to the heavenly nature, anc he 
adds,’ ‘‘Then shall the righteous shin2 
asthe’ sun inthe. Kingdom of their 
Father.” “He that. hath’an ear tu 
hear, let ‘him hear.’”” hep 
The: figure of the rising sun scatter- 
ing the darkhess, ighorance and su- 
Perstition ‘of ‘the: world’: harmonizes 
with the other. picture,.,which. repre- 
sents the Kingdom of God supersed- 
ing the ‘kingdom of Satan, and’ those 
deluded by Satan, atyled in the Scrip- 
tures, the kingdoms of this world. 
We may - well sympathize with ‘our 
forefathers, to whom it was rot grant- 
ed to see ag clearly a3 we may now 
see the glorious fullness of the Di- 
vine purpose to eventually enlighten 
the whole earth, by. causing the 
knowledge of the glory of God to fill 
the whole earth az the waters cover 
the great deep. To us, therefore, is 


especially applicable ‘the: prophetic |- 


words, “Be ye glad-and rejoice for 
ever in that which 1 create. For be- 
hold, I create new heavens‘and a new 


‘earth, and the former shall not }: 1e- 


membered, nor come into mind” 
(Isaiah ‘Ixv, 17,18). Thus does ‘the 
Lord’ picture the new dispenzation in 
graphic language. The new heavens 
symbolically represent the Church in 
its new.and glorified condition, eyer- 
cising. super.or control over the af- 
tairs of mankind. Likewise, the new 
earth symbolically represents the new 
state or condition of society—the new 
social order of things which will be 
introduced as a purt of the New Dis- 
pensation. Imperfection is now writ- 
ten upon everything with which men 
are associated, purtly because of our 
fallen condition through heredity, 
and partly, as the Scriptures dectare, 
through Sutan, the god of this world 
or age, who now works in the hearts 
of the children of disobedience— 
Prompting to sin and _egelfishness, 
pride and ambition, and in every 
sense of the word tending to alienate 
the hearts of men from the ways of 
righteousness. Moreover, the Adver. 
sary is largely responsible for the 
gross errors of misconception of the 
Divine churacter, which during the 
centuries past huve been creeping 
into the minds of those who were 
feeling after God. if haply they might 
find him. All who are of the right 
spirit, truth seckers and truth lovers, 
will be glad to abandon the errors on 
this subject, which so long have hin- 
ered a proper appreciation ‘of the 
glorious ‘character of our heavenly 
Father. By teaching us through false 
doctrines “to dread the heavenly 
Father, the Adversary has implanted 
in our minds a fear which constitutes 
a barrier. The Lord speaks of this 
saying, “Their fear of me is taught 
by the precepts of men” (Isaiuh. xxix, 
13), Let us then use more diligently 
than ever before the wonderful Bible 
which Divine Providence has placed 
within the reach of all God’s people, 
that we may know him, whom te 
know aright will mean to us life 
eternal. 


Rev. Frederick George Scott. 


Rev. Frederick George Scott. Church 
of England clergyman, whose verses 
have won him such fame throughout 
the Empire, is the son u: the late Dr. 
W. E. Scott, of Montreal, for man 
years professor of anatomy in McGill 
University. He was born in Mont- 
real, Apri! .7, 1861, and waa educated 
at the Montreal High School, Bishop’s 
College (Lennoxville, Que.), and at 
King’s College, London. He was or- 
dained deacon by the Bishcp of Que- 
bec in 1884, and priest in 1886, by the 
Bishop of St. Alban’s. Mr. Scott ha« 
published four volumes of poetry, eacr 
of which has attracted wide and favor- 
able notice. “The Soul’s Quest and 
Other Poems,” “The Unnamed Lake 
and Other Poems.” and “Poems (Id 
and New.” He has also published a 
dramatie life-story of considerable 
merit, “Elton Hazelwood.” In Jan- 
uary. 1898, Rev. Mr. Scott was award 
ed the gold medal of the Royal Cana 
dian Humane Society for promptitude 
in rescuing a man from drowning at 
Quebec, not long previously. Mr 
Scott married in April, 1887, Amy, 
eldest daugnter of the late George 
Brooks, of Barnet, England. He re 
sides in Quebec.

But the lieutenant-governor, evi- 
dently in accordance’ with the 
orders of the organization, virtu- 
ally dismisse Mr Rutherford while 
he still had a majority and 
brought in an outsider, Chief 
Justice Sifton as prime minister.

These facts, — taken by “theta 
selves, are ‘sufficient to show how 
utterly unfounded was the con- 
tention that this infimt industry 
needed the aid of the Federal 
Treasury in order to enable it to 
survive. . The situation becomes 
clearer still’ when certain other 
facts are taken into account. The 
earnings of the. company during 
the period under review was very 
greatly curtailed by the senseless 
litigation carried on between it 
and the Dominion Coal Company, 
and by a prolonged strike of 
employees in the steel works. 
With these injurious conditions 
eliminated, and with a compara 
tively trifling increase in capital 
outlay, the output of the Dom- 
inion Steel Company, it is expect- 
ed, will be.enlarged by 30 per 
cent. thia year. Under these con- 
ditions net earnings on common 
stock, aside from bounties,should 
be at least 5 per-cent. for 1910. 

And now comes the most impor 
tant fact of all. Most of the com- 
‘mon stock of Dominion Steel 
went intc the hands of the origi- 
nal holders at-about fifteen cents 
on the dollar,.so that two years’ 
net income, with the help of the 
Dominion bounties, was sufficient 
to return every dollar of the 
original investment and still leave 
a purely paper capital capable of 
earning, for an indefinite period, 
four or five per cent. per annum

‘OUT OF THE FRYING PAN, 


(Win nipeg Telegram) 

The blow has fallen in Alberta 
-and’ Premier Rutherford’s politcal 
head is in the baslet. All the 
members to be of the new cabinet 
’ are not yet known, but the name 
of the new premier is known and 
that is enough, particularly when 
- the Winnipeg mouthpiece of the 
Hon, Clifford-showed such accu- 
rate foreknowledge of the Sifton- 
-ian destiny in Alberta. Tt looks 
more than likely that Alberta has 

‘ “jumped out of the frying pan into 
the fire. The Rutherford govern- 
ment justly came under strong 
popular disapproval. It entered 
into a monstrous contract for the 
construction of the Alberta and 
~ Great Waterways railway. It was 
‘a‘contract in which- the interests 
of the province were safeguarded 
in no single particular and in 
which the most extravagant 
wishes’ of : the. promoters «were 
Sacaeded to.' Such an extraordin- 
ary abuse of trustesship certainly 
called for the resiznation’ of the 
trustees. But Premier Ruther- 

_ ford, though a feeble, was not a 
d'shonest administrator. On the 
whole his government was not a

onrious coincidence he surrenders 


the dignity and emoluments of 
the chief justiceship to take office 
at a time when the province has 
$7,400,000 to spend ‘in the con- 
struction of a railway. : 

It is difficult to see how-Alberta 
under Arthur Sifton’s rule can 
avoid becoming the catspaw of 
the more ambitious policy of his 
brother. He owes his judicial 
preferment entirely to the Hon. 
Clifford and it need scarcely be 
said that the Siftonian henchmen 
have not been altogether idle of 
late. A situation has developed 
in Alberta which the Hon. Frank 
Oliver has fled to the Yukon to 
avoid, but which every. instinct

Siftonism rearing its malignant 
head in Alberta after it has been 
kicked out of Manitoba and dis- 
credited throughout the west, 
acquiring again fresh leverage 
forits unexampled and far-reach- 
ing power for evil.
